The Managing 
Committee has issued invitations to leading 
citizens of every nationality and it is expected 
that the hall will be crowded with representa- 
tive men. Mayor Cregier will preside and 
Gov.

A feature of the programme will be singing by 
several German societies that have promised 
to be present in a body.

THE GRAND JURY. 


The Grand-jury resumed its work this morn- 
ing andanumber, of witnesses were exam- 
ined.

JOuNSTOWN, Pa., June 14.—The rain is pour- 
ing Gown this morning and has effectually 
stopped work of all kinds in this stricken 
city, where work should go abead as rapidly 
as possible. Even the soldiers have sought 
the shelter of their tents, and the newspaper 
correspondents missed this morning with 
considerable relief the familiar ‘‘Have you 
gota pass?’ from the guards at the different 
places. The wreckage at the stone bridge, 
which was fired iast night, has been 
dampened oonsiderably and uniess the 
rain stops soon, that invaluable work will 
also come to a standstill. The crowds around 
the commissaries. which seem to increase 
with each day, are a mud-bedraggied set. The 
entrance to each station is very narrow, yet 
into them the women and children, each with 
a capacious basket, crowd like sheep in a pen. 
The line ie a long one, and those who are s0 
unlucky as to have arrived aitter6 or 7 o'clock 
have been standing unprotected and In some 
instances half clad in the pouring rain. Their 
baskets are generally well filled, yet on leav- 
ing the commissaries complaints are heard on 
allsides of ‘‘no butter, nor anything fresh, 
after two weeks,’’ etc., etc. In one 
way the rain to-day is regarded 
as a blessing, asthe terrible stench from the 
burning flesh which was almost unbearable 
last night is scarcely noticeable. 

Gen. Hastings was out early as usual this 
morning, and was kept exceedingly busy. 
Telegrams are flooding in to him from aill 
parts of the country from contractors who 
want a chance at the work of clearing away 
In an interview this morning he 


the debris. 
said: 

‘*We have now aboutallthe workmen we 
meed, and if it was not for the rain this morn- 
ing we would have at least 2,500 men at work. 
Of course this weather will knock out every- 
thing while it continues. We now have the 
work systematized, and I do not anticipate 
any further trouble. A vast amount has 
already been done, yet is hardiyv noticeable. ’’ 

BLOWING UP THE DEBRIS. 

The drift at the stone bridge is gfadually 
being cleared. Dynamite is the only thing 
that bas any effect upon it, and to-day 150 
cartridges are being put in at a charge, and 
the noise from the explosion can be heard for 
miles. Engineer Phillips, who is in charge 
of this work, expects to have it 
finishea by Sunday. A number of lumber- 
men froin the Clarion region were 
engaged clearing the wreckage with their 
hooks last night and this morning, and their 
work was so effective that another detach- 
ment hasibeen sent for. Engineer Phillips 
says they are doing everything in their power 
to get out what bodies are in the wreck, but 
it is almostimpossible to get at them. It has 
been decided to tear down all unsafe build- 
ings in the town and burn the wreckage. 
This will be done as soon asthe Philadelphia 
fire engines are on hand to protect property 
that is safe. 

A house-to-house canvass will be 
rated to-morrow to secure as near as possible 
apn accurate list of the living and dead for the 
State officials. The system of registration at- 
tempted a week ago was not effective. Only 
one body, that of a female baby about 6 weeks 
old, was recovered uptonoon. It was badly 
decom posed and buried without identifica- 
tion. A peculiar feature of the flood was that 
of 138 saloons in Johnstown and the surround- 
ing towns, but two escaped destruction. The 
Ohinese laundries were also completely wiped 
out, anda number of Chinamen are missing.

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ONE FAMILY’S EXPERIENCE, 


How Louis Williams and His Wife and Chil- 
dren Were Saved. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Sleeper of 1017 Olive street 
has relatives in the Conemaugh district who 
have suffered by the recent fiood. Her daugh- 
ter is married to Louis Williams, Master Me- 
chanic of the Cambria Iron-works. Mr. Wil- 
liams and his family saved nothing from the 
flood but the few clothes upon their backs and 
27 cents in money. Their awful experience in 


the rushing waters is graphically described in 
the following letter which Mrs. Sleeper re- 
ocived from her granddaugnter: 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 9, 1889. 

DEAR GRANDMOTHER—It has been so long 

incel have writtena letter thatI scarcely 

now how to begin, but thinking that you 
would like to hear of our welfare, I will en- 
deavor to write something. No words can ex- 
press or give any idea of the horrible disaster 
which came uponthe people of Johnstown. 
The newspapers have made many mistakes 
but have exaggerated but little as far as I have 
readthem. On Memorial Day a party of ten 
went to picnicin the country and had sucha 
delightful time. How little did any of that 
happy company realize that we would never 
again meet together. Threeof themare num- 
bered among the dead, Mr. and Mrs. Webber, 
who bad been mariied but one month, and 
sister Oarrie. Their bodies have not been 
found. All that night it rained hard, and the 
rivers rose rapidly. There bad been floods in 
town before, but nonein Woodvale since we 
had lived there. The water did not begin to 
flow into our street, Maple avenue, until 
about? o’oclock inthe afternoon. 
tinctly l remember how we watched the water 
— thinking every moment that it 
ight soon recede. Finally father said that 
wine it would reach the first step of our 
piazaa, which was bg A high, we would begin 
to move the furniture intu the second story. 
Soon we had to do this, but had not worked 
long when we all rushed up the stairs, but the 
water was there before us. Father and I pulled 
mother up over the newel post, as the water 
rushed in with such force thatshe could not 
get around it. Immediately we were forced to 
seek safety in the attic. There were four of us 
—father, mother,Emma (our girl) and myself. 
Emma soreamed, and could not or would not 
control herself. The bouses were crashing 
around us, and tore ours from its foundation, 
We seemed to ap, up, up. Every second 
ear. The house begantotip over. I 
toa small window, and raising the 
otouton the guble. Emma followed, 
then father, The roof parted, and mother 
wentunder, and soon came to the surface 
clinging to a part of the house. Emma’s hand 
Was caught between the window casing and 
clapboards, and she begged father to help her 
get it loose, and while he was trying to kick 
and tear away the timbers, the crashin 
houses separated mother from us. The las 
we saw of her she was sitting on some debris 
—part ofour house perhaps—her bair hanging 
and her eyes all bruised and bieeding. Then 
agreat wave came, the crowding, crashing 
timbers dragged her under, and we were 
driven onward, expecting never to see her 
more, Every moment 1 thougbt would be my 
last. It was terrible. I cannot express my- 
eelf. Many timessince have l lived over those 
1 1 moments. We were carried on the 
waves as “Ay as our houre, then down and 
up in—all the time rushing onward with 
terrible velocity—all the time expecting to be 
crushed by tne falling timbers. 

As we neared the large P. R. R. stone bridge 
our speed began to siacken, and we hoped 
that it might be possibie to reach the shore by 
ee and jumping over the debris. From 
ourroof we goton an immense pile of lum- 
ber which stood comparatively firm. There 
we staid five minutes perbaps, in danger stil), 
but hoping that we migh ht yet be saved. Sev- 
*ral men, one clad oniv in a shirt, sought 
safety on the lumber pile. From ‘this we 

ed the sh , many apie coming out 
the debris to el pus off before we should 
hed down uuder the bouses which were

nC nses. That night we staid ata 
Srrellvilie. A neighbor of ours 

Ost all of his family except the baby, 
Us that mother was rescued in Kernville, 
We were rejoiced 
to hear this, and hoped against hone that 
the others of our family would be saved. We 
could not get to Kernville until the next day. 
Ourtis and his wife had hadavery narrow ¢6s- 
cape, more adventurous than ours. Carrie 
left the house at about 90’ clock, and was seen 
last witha Mr. Heslbine. It is supposed that 
they were drowned in the high water before 
the reservoir burst. Mr. H.’s body was found 
on Saturday last, but there has been no trace 
of Carrie. We have done everything possible 
to find her. The debris near the stone bridge 

caught fire and many persons were burned 
alive. Our house, we think, was destroyed 
there. We saved nothing from it. At present 
weare stopping in Kernville with a family 
who live so high on the hill that they escaped 
the food. Four destitute families are staying 
here until they have a place to go to. 
Curtis has a lot several miles out in a new 
place—Moxham—and on it he and Harvey in- 
tend building a little house as quickly as pos- 
sible, as we wish to get away from this place— 
but not far away. They are still cleaning the 
street and it will be many weeks before the 
dead are removed. We had no warning of the 
danger at the reservoir. 

I have several letters to write and must 
bring thistoaclose. With love to all,

He said that he 
wanted to go by the works to see if everything 
was running smoothly. Mr. Coons walked to 
the chemical works and, after seeing that 
everything was in good order, started home. 
W hen near the office of Dr. Purckett, he sud- 
denly reeled and fell on the doorstep of the 
doctor’s office. Beyond this Mr. Coons 
remembers no more until he re- 
gained consciousness and discovered 
two men bending over his body. When he re- 
vived sufficiently to get up he discovered that 
he had been robbed of his watch and chain, 
cuff buttons; § scarf pin and $30 in 
gold. He was at a loss to understand 
how he was dealt with In that fashion. 
He loudly called for help, but no one seemed 
to hearand the two men disappeared. Dr. 
Purckett examined Mr. Coons and found 
that he was painfully bruised about 
the body. His little finger was 
also badly bruised, which was caused by the 
robbers pulling over ea diamond ring which he 
wore, he policemen were notified of the 
affair and Policeman Mehl was 
dispatched to investigate the case. 
Within a balf-hour he returned with two men, 
Casper Miller and Joseph Reichel. Both 
of these men were locked up. 
The police did not seem willing 
to give any information about the case or 
arrests, but admitted lateron that they had 
the men locked up on suspicion. About Ii 
o’ clock this morning Mr. Coons appeared at 
the police station and identified Miller as one 
ofthe men who was bending over his body 
when he revived.! Mr. Coons stated to a Post- 
DISPATCH representative th's morning 
that he was subject to convul- 
sions ‘and while in one of these 
fits he was robbed. Casper Miller was until 
recently an employe of the chemical works 
but had been discharged. Reichel is unknown 
both to Mr. Cogns and the police.

HE KILLED AH JIM, 


The Murderer of the Hickory Street Laun- 
dryman Found at Last. 


Wm. Rinkston and Wm. Mullins, colored, 
are under arrest at the Four Courts charged 
with murder. On the night of October ll, 
1888, two colored men entered the 
laundry of Ah Jim, 1309 Hickory 


street and started a quarrel. The proprietor 
made &@ move to eject the intruders when one 
of the men drew arevolver and shot him, in- 
fiicting a wound from the effects of which be 
died afew hours afterwards. Wong Chong, 
an employe, was in the room at the time 
and was the only witness of the tragic 
occurrence. Local Chinese circles were agi- 
tated to a considerable degree by the murder, 
and areward of $100 was at once offered bya 
combination of laundrymen for the arrest of 
the perpetrator. A number of suspicious 
characters were at various times taken into 
custody, but Wong Kong failed to identify any 
of them and their discharge was a matter of 
necessity. At lasta colored man named John 
Braya was arrested by Policeman Donlan, and 
the witness swore positively. that he was 
the man who had fired one fatal shot. 
Braya was locked up a& warrant 
sworn out charging him with murder in the 
first degree, and Donlan received the reward. 
A few days ago Detectives Badger and Flynn 
were approached by a colored man named 
Curtis, who in a confidential way told them 
that he could put them on the trail of the man 
who murdered Ah Jim. Upon being closely 
questioned Curtis said that the day after the 
killing he met William Rinkston and William 
Mullins together and they casually informed 
bim that they had ‘‘killed a China- 
man.’’ He paid but little atten- 
tion to their remarks, thinking they were 
joking at his expense, but meeting them 
again a few days later they gave him an 
account of the killing, stating that they had 
entered the place together and started a 
quarrel. Pinkston backed out of the door as 
soon as the fuss began and Mullins 
fired upon tke Chipaman as the latter 
started afterf them to put them out 
of his establishment, Acting upon 
this information the officers arrested 
Pinkston yesterday afternoon and took hilm 
before Chief O’Nell. There the prisoner ad- 
mitted his complicity in the affair 
and implicated Mullins, who was 
serving ir term in the Work-house. 
The latter was taken from that institution and 
brought face to face with his accuser. Pink- 
ston’s statement istothe effect that he was 
introduced to Mulling early in October last, 
Curtis telling Re. that he would be 
a good ma to ‘*‘work’’ with. On 
the night of the killing Pinkston says he was 
approacbed by Mullins who handed him a 
loaded revolver and told him they would go 
out and see what they could get. .‘‘We went 

ast the laundry,’” says Pinkston, ‘‘and 

ullins wanted to go in. objected, Dut he 
started in and I followed him. He ked 
the Chinaman for his money and he 
latter reached under the counter for a 
weapon. I backed outof the room at this, 
arid had just got on the street when I heard a 
shotand Mullins came running out, saying 
that he had killed the Chinaman. We both 
went to see Curtis the next day and told 
him about § it. I was afraid to tell 
what I knew for fear of being arrested. Then 
I got Curtis’ job, and hetold meif 1 did not 
leave town he would ‘squeal’ and have me 
‘jugaed.’ I toid him to go ahead and thought 
no more of it until the officers arrested me.’’ 

Warrants will be sworn out against both 
Pingston and Mullins, and steps will be tuken 
toward the conviction ef Buaya who brings 
witnesses to prove an alibi.

STATE AID FOR JOHNSTOWN. 

Penusylvania appropriated and paid 
millions of dollars to make good the dam- 
age done to railroad property by the 
strike riots of 1877. This was done on the 
ground that the State had been remiss in 
affording proper protection, but it was a 
voluntary act on the part of the Legisla- 
ture, and not such a court judgment for 
damages as the municipalities involved 
in the riots were subjected to. The South 
Fork dam was built by the State for a 
public purpose, and afterwards sold and 
transferred to a private corporation for 
money. The State was, therefore, even 
more directly responsibie for the Johns- 
town disaster than for the Pittsburg riots. 

But when Gov. BEAVER proposed to use 
a couple of millions of State money, giv- 
ing ample security forits restoration if 
the Legislature refuses to sanction such an 
expenditure for the relief of Johnstown, 
a great outcry was heard that such an ap 
propriation even by the Legislature would 
be unconstitutional, and that the use of 
the money unauthorized by an appro- 
priation would be little better than arob- 
bery of the Treasury by its executive 
guardian. 

The State Constitution does forbid 
appropriations ‘‘for charitable, educa- 
**tional or benevolent purposes to any 
**person or community.’’ But as this did 
not prevent appropriations in the 
Pittsburg case, nor in dozens of 
others apparently more obnoxious to the 
constitutional provision than the Johns- 
town case, the reasons for the outcry 
against the proposed use of State Money 
seem to grow out of adisposition to let the 
individual contributions of the people of 
the United States relieve Pennsylvania of 
this burden. 

A Massachusetts appropriation for 
Johnstown was checked by an opinion 
from the Attorney General that the Lezis- 
lature had no authority to pass it. But 
whena State’s own people are the vic- 
tims of an awful calamity for which the 
State itself is largely responsible. 
much red tape and strict construction 
would be simply disgraceful. Tne bank- 
ers who offer to advance the money will 
not only be reimbursed but thanked by 
the Legislature.

$1,000,000 out of the Pennsylvania State 
Treasury under bond for the relief of 
Johnstown, but will accept a loan of this 
amount from the Philadelphia banks. 
The Governor’s decision is wise. While 
the emergency would warrant the use of 
the State’s funds, yet the generous offer 
of the Philadelphia bankers makes it un- 
necessary to establish the dangerous 
precedent of using the people’s money 
without the consent of their representa- 
tives. Thereis no doubt that the Legis- 
lature will cheerfully reimburse the men 


who furnish the money.

WILL NOT FIX PRICES. 


Secretary Smith Makes an Emphatic Dec- 
laration astothe Millers’ Position. 


Mr. Alex Smith, Secretary of the Central 
Millers’ Association and Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Millers’ 
Association, with other local millers who at- 
tended the national meeting at Milwaukee 
last week, returned this morning. Speaking 
generally of the milling business, Mr. 
Smith said the national association 


had been greatly strengthened by the 
meeting and the discussions had, and 
would remain a power in encouraging local 
associations and taking charge of general 
matters, such as furnishing crop and milling 
statistics, customs as to sales, terms, etc., 
and protecting millers from disputes and lit- 
igation as to patents. The subject of fixing 
prices was discussed at length, and it was de- 
cided that the matter was one to 
be left entirely with the local associa- 
tions. As to the Central Association resuming 
the fixing of prices, Mr. Smith saia he did fot 
think it would be done, and it certainly would 
not be done with his consent. He regarded 
the anti-trust law as much more wide-sweep- 
ing than the framers of it had any idea of, but 
it was a law and the millers would abide by 
it. The subject, he thought, woula be en- 
tirely dropped and the millers would 
wait for other business interests to test it, as 
it would have to be fought to the higher 
courts to test its constitutionality. He was 
also of the opinion that nothing could be 
done, even inthe way of suggestion by the 
association, to curtail production, as was 
done up to two months ago.

MURDEROUS 
A BAND OF CHIPPEWA INDIANS ON THE 
WARPATH IN MINNESOTA. 


In Full War Paint the Red Devils Attack a 
Party of Laborers, Dealing Death With 
Winchesters and Tomahawks—Seven 
White Men Killed and Others Wounded 
~—Troops at the Scene. 


Mora, Minn., June 14.—The treacherous 
Chippewa Indians areon the warpath again 
and there are grave fears of a general upris- 
ing. Already seven Swede laborers have been 
massacred and several hundred laborers aud 
settlers are now hurrying bere for safety. 
Sheriff Nicolsen, mounted on an Indian pony, 
rode to town ona gallop yesterday and gave 
the alarm. Healso communicated with Gov. 
Merriam, requesting him to order out the 
State troops to quell the uprising. The present 
trouble is the outgrowth of encroachment by 
the whites upon the Mille Lacs reservation. 
Recently a contract was awarded by the set- 
tlers to Foley Bros. of St. Paul *.v dig a ditch 
for irrication purposes from dlille Lacs Lake 
to a point on the Smoke River near this piace. 
When the Indians learned that a ditch was to 
be dug they at once came to the conclusion 
that the intention was to drain the latter and 
deprive them of their fishing privileges. 
Notice was served bythe Indians upon the 
contractors, warning them that if they did not 
leave the territory at once they would be 
put to death. The contractors gave no heed 
to the warning, but came here and 
engaged 800 laborers who began work yester- 
day morning at Mille Lacs. About noon yes- 
terday they were attacked by a party of about 
four hundred Chippewas, led by White Snake 
and Great Bear. The Indians were in full war 
paint and were armed witb Winchester rifles 
and tomahawks. As soon as they saw the 
reds coming the laborers dropped their shovels 
and fied toward this place. They were pur- 
sued by the savages, who shot and killed 
seven men. Their names are: Olaf Magusson, 
Christian Rasmussen, Bernt Toerrdahi, Au- 

ust Swanson, Gustave Toderstrom, Carl 
Speh, Jacob Skoll. 

Several others were wounded, but not seri- 
rious! The Indians scalped Toderstrom 
and ecuscot and mutilated the bodies of 
Speh afd Skoll in a fiendish manner. The 
Indians, who have been gathering on the 
south shore of Mille Lacs Lakefor a week or 
more, woweenen night engaged in a war 
dance as a preliminary to the massacre. 
Three of the seven victims haye families here 
in destitute circumstances. 


A Critical Situation. 


St. PAUL, Minn., June l4.—Ex-United States 
Senator M. H. Rice of St. Paul, Bishop Marty 
of Dakota, and Dr. Whiting of Wisconsin, 
Commissioners appointed by President Har- 


rison to treat with the Chippewa Indlans, are 
in this city and were to have started out next 
week to negotiate with the tribes at Mille 
Lacs. All three were seen by a reporter last 
nfght. . 

‘*The situation between the Government and 
the Indians at Mille Lacs,’’ said Senator Rice 
‘*has been a critical one for many years, and 
the affairs have been in a very unsettled state. 
Difficulties have repeatedly arisen “~ ding 
their ownership of the land which ey oc- 
cupy. They are in a wretched condition and 
very much demoralized. Whisky is to be had 
ali around them, and is accessibie at iInnumer- 
able points on the border of the reservation. 
The massacre is no doubt directly attributable 
to a drunken spree. I don’t apprehend that 
it willextend over any long period of time. 
The Mille Lacs have no®@ been a bad people. 
During the Sioux outbreak in 1862 some of the 
Chippewas from the Upper Mississippi with 
Hole-in-the-Day at their head were anxious to 
oin the Sioux and make war on the whites. 

‘hey sent messages to the Mille Lacs and 
asked them to go with them and join the 
Sioux tribes. he Mille Lacs, however, 
were true to the Government, shunning 
their own obrethren and tendering their 
services to the State. But for the last ten or 
fifteen years, through fear of losing their 

roperty, they have been very unsettied and 
Semoralined. -Their pine lands have tempted 
the w hites to encroach upon the reserva- 
tion. 

Bishop Marty of Dakota, one of the three 
members of the Chippewa Commission, ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was no con- 
certed actionin the uprising. He thought 
there must have been some great provocation 
or they would not have committed the out- 
rages. He was confident there were no Cath- 
olic missionaries among them, for had there 
been they would have been abie to prevent it. 
~ > Pea ofthe effect on the commission he 
sai 

‘*'Ithink it will tend to help us, as it will 
demonstrate tothe sensible Indians that the 
time has come forthem to give up their res- 
ervation life and become like white men.’’ 

Ur. Whiting, another member ofthe com- 
mission, sal **Itis little wonder that the 
outbreak occurred. I did not expect it any 
more from them than from any other ofthe 
ten bands with whom we are to negotiate, but 
it is simply the result of the long delay in the 
realization of the promises made by Congress. 
With true Indian instinct they became dis- 
contented and dissatisfied and jumped on the 
fret white men they came across. A general 
ape am  j the Chippewas is among the 
probabilities of the immediate future.’’

SUES FOR DAMAGES. 


Joseph Diel’s Claim Against the Missouri 
Pacific on Trial To- Day. 


The famous railroad strike of 18860n Gould’s 
Southwest system is again brought to mind 
by-a suit-now being tried before a jury in 
Judge Withrow’s section of the Circuit Court, 
where Joseph Diel is suing the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad Co. for ma- 
liclous prosecution and $2,500 damages. 


April 13, 1886, one R. W. Water, an agent of 
the company, ‘went before a Justice of the 
Peace in Carondelet and made afiidavit to the 
effect that Diel made an assaultto kill upon 
Henry Foster,a brakeman, because Foster 
took the place of a stiiker. The next day 
Sergt. Con O’Donnelland Policeman Collins 
arrested Diel at bis home and locked bir 
up at the Carondelet Station, where 
he remained until 10 o’clock Tuesday 
night, when he gave bond in 
the sum of $1,000 and was reieasec. The case 
was continued until April 17, and on April 24 
the case was nollie prosequied, without trial 
or the hearing of testimony. Diel claims 
these proceedings were made through malice. 
He is a cigar dealer, and Sunday, April ll, he 
left this city for De Soto, forty miles south on 
the Iron Mountain road. Acrowdof young 
men he knew went with him and 
were introduced as witnesses. He remained 
in De Soto at the De Soto Hotel until 3 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, April 12, when he returned 
to the city. That evening he was arrested for 
having assaulted Foster. Later it was learned 
that Foster had a fight below the city and he 
and his opponent were arrested and tried at 
Clayton for assault upon each other and were 
fined. The register of the De soto Hotel, 
which was produced in court, and 
the conviction of the two men almost 
proved that Diel was innocent and hence the 
dismissal. This case is very like the McGarry 
case, where he was charged with ‘‘killing’’ an 
engine, and onsuing the railroad company 
the jury gave hima verdict of $1,500, which 
was afterwards affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
peals.

THEY NURSED A SNAKE. 


A JOHNSTOWN SUFFERER WHO ROBBED 
HIS BENEFACTORS. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. W. MocIntosh Give Shelter 
to J. A. Spafford and in the Night He 
Robbed Them—How Mrs. Sheppard 
Knapp Cared for the Boy and His Crip- 
pled Brother When They Were Sick. 


A touching storyof the misfortunes that 
have befalien the Spafford boys is published 
in a morning paper. They are Johnstown suf- 
ferers, and an article of some length describes 
their suffering. The police are looking for 
them now, and if they are caught one of them 
will be arrested. They are J. A. and Walter 
Spafford,the former a lad of about 18 years and 
the latter a little boy, badly crippled. They 
lived in Johnstown with thelr father and 
mother, another brother and two sisters, one 
of whom was aninvalid. These two were on 
a hill, picking berries, when the Conemaugh 
dam broke and. they saw the great flood of 
water came pouring down the hillside. The 
elder, J. A. Spafford, ran to their home and 
warned the family. Mre. Spafford ran 
with him; the rest remained to help 
the invalid toa place of safety. The mother 
and son walked some distance, then seeing 
that the others bad not followed Mrs.Spafford 
tran backand entered the house. The boy 
stood hesitating whether to follow bis mother 
back or listento the pitious cries of his little 
brother who was on the hill screaming, 
and while he stood hesitating between 
the two the flood swept away the 
house and all the family in it. 


He and his brother wandered about in the 
hills for two days, then the relief committee 
ag them food. They have a married sister, 

rs. H. D. Lawrence, and they thought she 
lived at 2628 State street, Chicago, and the re- 
lief committee gave them extra clothing, $25 
and tickets to Chicago. 

The money and clothing were in a satchel, 
but it was stolen from them before they left 
Johnstown and they made the trip to Chicago 
without food. They went to the house where 
they thought their sister lived and found she 
had left Chicago, and they were told she had 
gone to Bloomington. Atthe station in Chi- 
cago they told thelr story and were given 
food and tickets to Bloomington, When they 
arrived there they found they were again 
mistaken, and those who knew Mrs. Law- 
rence, for she had lived there once, told them 
she had moved with ber husband to Kansas 
ity. Transportation was given them as far 
as St. Louis, but here the little boy broke 
down. His suffering and grief told on him 
and he feilsick. Then his older brother de- 
termined to ask for assistance and he went to 
the house of Mr. Sheppard Knapp, 
3616 Washington avenue, and asked 
that something be done for his brother. He 
wanted no assistance for himself, but he 
showed his suffering and Mrs. Knapp took 
them in and gayethem a room. Mr. Koapp 
was interested in them, too, and did what 
he could to learn where their sister 

She was living in 
when she heard the boys 
here she sent word that 
she would come and take care of them, When 
Mr. Knapp told them he had heard from their 
sister the older boy fainted. Then when they 
were stronger Mr. Knapp rented aroom for 
them on Market street and they moved down 
there, Last night 
THE OLDER BOY 
lefttheir room and went to the Liberty Evan- 
gelical Mission at 719 Franklin avenue. Rev. 
Mr. E. T. Coleman, the missionary, was hold- 
ing a service and Spafford got up in the meet- 
ing and with tears in his eves told the story 
of his suffering. The sympathy of those woo 
were present was aroused and they offered him 
quarters in the mission rooms, but Mr. and 
irs. J. McIntosh took him to their home, 
1015 North Eighth street. Mrs. McIntosh was 
born in Johnstown and spent her girlhood 
davs there, and last night she and Spafford 
talked for a long time about the old town. 
When bed time came he was given 
the roum of Mr. MelIntosh’s oldest son 
and he went to bed. This morning when 
Mrs. McIntosh went down stairs she saw his 
door open and looked inthe room. He was 
one. Shetold ber husband and he looked 
or Spafférd, buthe was gone. They then 
began ahuntto see whether he had taken 
anything with and they found 
that a new belonging 
their son was gone and 
it two shirts, a necktie, scarf pin. 
watch and valise, in all about $60 worth of 
property. They immediately reported the 
case to the police, and Mr. McIntosh com- 
plains that he got no satisfaction 
until he got as high as the Chief. 
Mrs. McIntosh sent word to Mrs. Knapp of 
what had occurred, and Mrs. Knapp at once 
came down to see her. She could not believe 
that Spafford had stolen anything because, 
she said, no doors had been locked at 
her house when he was there, and 
not a thing was missing. His suffer- 
ing seemed to be so real and his 
devotion to his crippled brother was so sacri- 
ficing thatshe could not believe the boy had 
turned thief. She wenttotheroom on Mar- 
ket street to see if she could not find him 
there, byt he was gone, and from the keeper 
of the nouse she learned that he went to the 
room about 2 o’clock this morning and waked 


up

He told Waiter that their sister had come, 
and the boy dressed himself; then 
they went away together. Mrs. Knapp 
went back to see Mrs. Mcintosh and told her 
that the boys had gone. Chief Huebler is 
having them hunted up andthe bridge police 
have been notified to look out for them. 
The first impression was that the 
older Spafford had turned thief but 
those who bave seen him and heard from bim 
the terrible tale of the suffering he has en- 
dured believe thatit has affected his mind and 
that the police will find him wandering about 
the city somewhere, with his helpless brother, 
to whom he has clung manfully since the ter- 
rible ordeal through which they passed in 
Johnstown.

THE ELECTRIC SUGAR FRAUDS. 


Preacher Howard, One of the Defendants, 
on the Witness Stand. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspPpatTcn. 

New York, June l4.—W. E. Howard, the 
preacher who is on trial before Recorder 
Smyth for complicity in the electric sugar 
frauds, was on the stand all day yesterday and 
his direct testimony was not finished. He said 
hat while Mr. and Mrs. Friend were givemthe 
“*demonstrations’’ he was at work in the cel- 
lar operating his own machine for separating 
and grading the sugar. He did not know 
through what process the sugar passed in the 
dining-room, where Mr. and Mrs. Friend 
were. It reached bis machine through the 
fines. The sugar was graded and was after- 
ward sent up-stairs. 

**‘Did you smuggle any sugar into the 
house to mystify the stockholders?’’ was 
asked. 

The witness said he did not. The witness 
tried tolay all possible blame on President 
Cotterill. He said that the refined sugar was 
bought because Cotterill insisted upon having 
she work performed more quickly to satisfy 
the English stockholders. Recorder Smyth 
announced at the close of the day’s session 
that he would hold court until 5 o’clock each 
Gay hext week, so that the case might be fin- 
ished by the 4th of July.
